DRYING TOMATOES. 


An Italian Custom Which Might Be Intro 


dnoed In Tti« Country. 


In Italy an extensive business is car- 


ried on in_ drying tomatoes to use dur 
ing those portions of the year when 
fregh fruit cannot be obtained. Ac- 
cording to the Rural Record, tomatoes 
are grown, for the most part, between 
rows of grape vines. Sometimes the 
tomatoes are trained on the lower bars 
of the trellis to which the vines are 
attached. The tomatoes are allowed 
to remain on the branches until they 
are-quite ripe; they are then picked 
and pressed.,in bags made of coarse 
cloth, which allows the pulp to pass 
through, hut which retains the seeds 
and skins. The pulp is then thinly 
spread out on cloth boards, or in shal- 
low-dishes,-and exposed to the sun to 
dry. When it has become quite dry, 
it is broken up fine, or ground, and put 
into bosea or bags and sunt to market 
A large part of it is used for making 
soaps, but a considerable portion is 
employed as we do tomatoes when pre- 
served in tin or other cans. It is 
toaked for a'few-hoars in warm water 
and then cooked in the ordinary man- 
ner. There is a great prejudice against 
canned" tomatoes, many being un- 
whoie«ome; The acid juice which they 
oorthin n'nitrr with the solder of the

DUBLIN, January 18.—In the chapel of 
Saints Michael and John yesterday the 
Very Rev. Nicholas Walsh, Canon and 
Vicar-General, In the course oi his ser- 
mon roundly denounced the British press 
for its slanderous articles upon Ireland 
and the Irish people.

After eighty years of 
experience, France Is determined to main- 
tain her policy. At the present rate of coin 
age in the United States it would take us 
fifteen years to make our silver coinage 
equal In volume to our gold coinage, and it 
wonld take ns fifteen years to reach the ex- 
isting volume of five-franc piece* now In 
circulation In France. Onr population, re 
sources and enterprise being greater than 
that of any European country, why could 
we not With perfect safely approximate tn.e 
financial condition of France? There was 
but one reason. That reason was that In 
France all the departments of the Govern - 
ment were In hearty sympathy 
with

lic office Is a public trust," while It would 
seem that In this country patriotic maxim 
prevails only to a limited extent.

One alderman.told me to-day that he 


believed that tbe council Thursday night 
would undoubtedly ordinance the two 
routes to the depot, selected in committee 
of the whole, because there are seven to 
eight members who are honestly in favor 
of paving, but are not agreed anon the 
material to be used. Tbe council baa 
been pretty severely criticised in advance 
of iti action on tbe question. For one, I 
am willing to wait until the aldermen 
show their standing by a square ballot 
before I commence to kick. Tbe voice 
of the council is potent in the matter, 
and it may be well enough to give .the 
oity fathers time to speak. 


One large property owner told me yes- 


terday that he supposed in the beginning 
that there was to be but one paved route 
to tbe depot—up Franklin and down 
North street to Broadway, thence to El- 
dorado, and east to the I. 0. B. B.—and 
he was heartily in favor of it; but if the 
council decides only upon the North 
Main and Oerro Gcrdo street route, then 
he wanted East William and Morgan 
streets paved, tor the factories must have 
an outlet, though most ot those factories 
shipped most of their goods in railway 
oars direct from the factory. This citizen 
is considerably worked up over the com- 
plication. He is in favor of the improve- 
ment, but if he cannot have it done his 
way, he will submit to the majority. 


Talking about paving reminds me that 


the property owners around the old 
square still refuse to pay their share of 
the improvement. The Citizens' Street 
Car company paid up over $700, and are 
ready to pay the small balance as soon as 
the dispute with the property owners is 
settled in court. Tbe property owners 
insist that they have been wrongfully 
assessed, but are willing to pay what is 
just and right, Oity Attorney Mills is 
expected to press the collection of the 
amounts due in the county court which 
meets February 8tb, and thus attempt to 
relieve the city of the burden. The old 
square property owners have been charged 
with uniting in a scheme to dodge the 
paymeut of any part of the cost, but I am 
told they are willing and readyjo pay 
their just proportion and no more. 


I was told yesterday that the Jenney 


Electric Light company would probably 
not commence the work of building the 
plant here until spring opens, as the 
weather is unfavorable for the erection 
of the towers and stringing ot the ten 
miles of wire, A large lot of the materi- 
al has been at the Wnbash freight depot 
for some days, and everything but the 
presence of the construction force looks 
as if the company meant business.
